Southern states met in Birming- 
ham August 18 to 21 in a South- 
ern Regional Conference on War- 
time Clothing and Farm Food, 
Dr. Garland Weidner, Coffee 
County Health Officer, addressed 
the conference at the evening ses- 
sion on Wednesday, August 19, 
and took part in a radio broad- 
cast on Thursday. Dr, Weidner 
ner reported on the work of the 
Coffee County Council of Work- 
ers, and stressed the increased 
benefits to the people when pro- 
fessional workers cooperate, Dur- 
ing 1941-1942 the programs of the 
Coffee County Council have cen- 
tered around the theme of Na- 
tional Defense. Many profession- 
al workers and organizations have 
cooperated, Now the coopera- 
tion of all citizens is needed, 

To win the war we need to pre- 
vent waste and to produce more 
of what we need, Every citizen 
can help, We need to prevent 
waste of essential material and 
we can help to prevent waste of 
human life and energy. 

Essential materials and the ef- 
ficient work of hesithy people is 
needed, Anything that causes 
waste of either materials or health 
helps the Axis. Each citizen 
needs to study his own life to 
make sure that he is not wasting 
his health, Hach citizen needs 
the help of those who can advise 
about well-balanced diets for 
building and keeping efficient 
bodies and minds, Bach citizen 
needs the assistance of modern 
education, dentistry and medical 
service.

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1942 PEANUT MARKETING 

DIFFERS FROM LAST YEAR 

AUBURN, Ala,—Geared to the 
increasing wartime needs, market- 
jing of this year’s peanut crop 
will, according to A, W. Jones, 
State AAA Administrator, differ 
from last year in the following 
respects: 

(1) Last year the farm market- 
ing quota was based on actual 
production of the allotted acres, 
this year it is based on either the 
actual or normai production of 
the allotted acres, whichever is 
larger, 

(2) Previously, only peanuts 
picked mechanically were sub- 
ject to marketing quotas; this 
year those picked by hand also 
are subject to quotas, 

(3) In 1941 three types of mar- 
keting cards were used by pro- 
ducers in marketing peanuts; this 
year only one will be used, show- 
ing the amount of peanuts mar- 
keted as well as the amount of 
the peanut marketing quota, The 
simplified marketing card will be 
issued regardless of whether the 
farm has an acreage allotment, 
since a marketing card must be 
presented to the buyer when pea- 
nuts are marketed, 

The edible, or quota, price will 
be supported at 85 per cent of 
parity, or about $124 per ton, 
while the oil, or excess, price will 
range from $70 to $82 per ton, 
depending on type and grade.

BLEED THROUGH | 
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Farmers Warned | 


Against Velvet 
Bean Caterpillar 


Farmers in Coffee County are 
warned by Hugh OD, _ Sexton, 
county agent, to be on the look- 
out for the velvet bean caterpillar 
which has made its appearance in 
Geneva and Houston Counties, 

It will be remembered that in 
1939 this caterpillar did great 
damage to the peanut crop in Ge- 
neva, Houston, Covington and 
Coffee Counties during the month 
of August. During that year, by 
September 1 this insect had al- 
most completely defoliated ap- 
proximately 85,000 acres of pea- 
nuts in Geneva and Houston 
Counties. This caterpillar was a 
major pest of peanuts, soy beans 
and velvet beans in Alabama in 
1939. 

F¥’, E Guyton, professor of zool- 
ogy and entomology, Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, points out 
that the best control for this in- 
sect is lead arsenate dusted on the 
plants at the rate of 8 to 10 Ibs. 
per acre, Experiments in several 
South Alabama fields in 1939 
showed that lead arsenate gave 
an average kill of 90 to 921% per 
cent. Lead arsenate should mot 
be diluted with any other sub- 
stance, because in no case was 
there any burning caused by the 
experiments. 

Where farmers have calcium 
arsenate, or it is available, it can 
be used, also, but should be diluted 
under all circumstances with hy- 
drated lime 50-50 and applied at 
the rate of 20 lbs. per acre, In 
using calcium arsenate with hy- 
drated lime it ig important that 
the two be thoroughly mixed. 

Cryolite, if available, can be 
used at the rate of 8 to 10 pounds 
per acre, but does not give as 
good results as does lead arse- 
nate. 

Foliage that is dusted with 
poison is not harmful to livestock 
if dusted evenly. In 1939 the 
State toxicologist at Auburn made 
a number of analyses of hay that 
was grown in Geneva County and 
dusted, and not enough residue 
was found to be harmful to live- 
stock,

Previously, no definite assur- 
ance could be given as to where 
a volunteer enlistee would be sta- 
tioned, However, in a ruling set 
forth yesterday by headquarters 
of the Southern Army Air Forces 
Training Center, Napier Field was 
authorized to recruit mechanics 
and radio men for duty at this 
advanced flying school. Any ciy- 
ilian auto mechanic and any civ- 
ilian with radio repair experience, ;

JACOB SEEKS GOD'S HELP 
LESSON TEXT—Genesis 32:2-32, 27-29, 
GOLDEN TEXT—God is our refuge 

and strength, a very present help in 
trouble,—Psalm 46:1, 


"O God, our help in ages past, 
Our hope for years to come, 
Our shelter from the stormy blast, 
And our eternal home,” 
—Isaac Watts. 


How true it is that “God is our 
refuge and strength, a very present 
help in trouble.'’ Jacob found it so, 
even though his trouble came upon 
him because of his own misdeeds, 

God had prospered him at Haran, 
but in due time he was led by cir- 
cumstance and by direct guidance 
to return to his own land (Gen. 
31:1-3). Hindrances arose, but Jacob 
pressed on. As he came toward 
home, however, he recalled the sin 
which had caused him to flee. He 
remembered now how he had de- 
frauded Esau and this 


I. Guilt Brought Fear (vv. 2-8), 

It always does. The sinful act of 
20 years before now faced Jacob, He 
had left it behind and had all but 
forgotten it. He had hoped that the 
years would cover it, but they did 
not—and they never do, 

“Be sure your sin will find you 
out’’ (Num. 32:23)—perhaps not this 
week or this year, or next; but un- 
til it is dealt with and forgiven it is 
there to rise up and plague you 
sooner or later, 

Jacob’s fear was increased by 
hearing that Esau came out to meet 
him with 400 men. He tried by his 
own devices to meet the situation, 
but ultimately realized that his pre- 
dicament had reached the point 
where only God could help him. 

How like us, trying everything else 
until we realize its futility, and then 
turning to God. How delightfully 
simplified life becomes when we 
turn to God first. Yet we are glad 
that Jacob’s 

It. Fear Brought, Prayer (vv. 9- 
12). : 

It was real prayer, too, although, 
as W. H. Griffith Thomas suggests, 
it is strange that after his blessed 
personal experience with God he ad- 
dressed Him only as the God of his 
fathers and not his own God (y. 9). 
Then, too, his faith seemed a bit 
weak, for it was coupled with great 
fear (v. 11). 

We are told that fear is not a 
proper motive for turming men to 


God, Perhaps it is not the highest 


motive, but both in Scripture and 
in experience we find it to be true 
that fear often leads men to God in 
real repentance and faith. If the 
goodness and grace of God do not 
touch man’s heart, it is assuredly 
far better that he should be saved 
through fear than to be eternally 
lost. 

Jacob, however, needed a further 
experience of dependence upon God 
before he could be brought back in 
peace into the land. He was led 
to send everyone away so that he 
was alone when the Lord dealt with 
him and 1. 

Ill, Prayer Brought Blessing (vv. 
27-29). 

Jacob, who had by deceit taken 
the promise from Esau instead of 
awaiting God's time to give it to 
him, was now about to attempt an- 
other skillful scheme which would 
have won over Esau and sent Jacob 
into his land glorying in his own 
ability. In spite of all God's deal- 
ings with him, he was still Jacob 
the supplanter. So God had te deal 
with him. 

We sometimes think of the grace 
of God only as that which brings us 
blessing and joy, but often God is 
being most gracious and consider- 
ate of our real need by sending op- 
position and hardship. 

The divine visitor let Jacob strug- 
gle all night, giving him a chance to 
submit of his own will; but when it 
was evident that he would not, he 
was shown that his own strength 
would not do, for he was made lame 
(v. 25). 

The very thing which made Jacob 
sure of his own strength became 
his weakest point at the touch of 
God. He was not the last one to 
learn that lesson. s 

The comment of F. B. Meyer on 
this entire scene is most helpful: 
“Note that Jacob did not lay hold of 
this visitor, but the visitor lay hold 
of him. This is not a picture of a 
man coming to God, to wrestle with 
God in prayer, but a record of God 
coming to man, to break the spirit 
of stubbornness and self-sufficiency 
which a particular man has for too 
long a time habitually manifested. 
All night these two wrestled, the 
one from heaven and the ene of 
earth, and when, at the dawn of 
day, Jacob saw that he could not 
prevail against the man, in his ex- 
haustion and weariness he suddenly 
felt the touch of the stranger's hand 
on his thigh. Immediately his thigh 
was out of joint, rendering him ab- 
solutely helpless. But now Jacob 
realized that the one with whom he 
had wrestled all night was-a divine 
person; and, whereas early in the 
night he was held in the grip of 
the other, now he refused to release 
his grasp of the visitor until he re- 
ceived a blessing from him.”

ALABAMA SBETS SOU'TH’S 
PACE IN WAR EFFORT 


By Hiram Herbert 
Alabama State Chamber of 
Commerce 

If facts and figures on war pro- 
duction can be accepted as rea- 
Sonably accurate, if the accom- 
plishments of the Allied Nations 
to date have been frankly pre- 
sented to the public and if officia: 
Washington's claims and predic- 
tions have been made without 
tongue-in-cheek, then the first 
quarter of this “game” of war is 
over, But just how the cards lay, 
no one seems to know—and three 
quarters of “play” are left before 
the “game is either won or lost.’ 

Several facts, however, are def- 


initely known, principal among 
Which is Alabama’s part in the 
war effort, for in this direction 


the State is forging ahead as a 
leader and setting the pace for 
the South. Her industrial, busi- 
ness, agricultural and conserva- 
tion mentors are being constantly 
sought for advice, are being call- 
ed in on important conferences, 
are being asked to solve problems 
that might clear the bottlenecks, 
To the armed forces, Alabama al- 
ready has exceeded her quota and 
continues to contribute manpower 
without stint or complaint, 
Cherished Possessions 
Due to wise planning and hard 
work, Alabama's forestry pro. 
fram soon will occupy the lime- 
light on the industrial front. 
Trees, once taken for granted, to- 
day are cherished possessions, 
with each splinter and each grain 
of sawdust of almost inestimable 
value out on the fighting front. 
Last week in Washington, pro- 
duction chiefs were criticized on 
certain matters of reported waste, 
including the continued civilian 
manufacture of steel desks and 
office equipment—for use by the 
Army—and the building of hang- 
avs, warehouses and other struc- 
tures of sorely needed steel. De- 
mand for steel was approximately 


5,000,000 tons greater than avial- 


able supply. Factories werd clos- 
ing as a consequence, Contention 
is that office equipment and ma- 
terials for needed _ structures 
should haye been, and should be, 
of wood, Prediction is that this 
change will come about goon. 
Alabama Prepared 
Alabama is prepared for this 
plan, although the production of 
rough wood products may mean 
eating into the basic growing 
stock, may mean—if the war con- 
tinues very long—serious inroads 
on gains made in forestry prac- 
tices advanced during the past 


three years by State Forester 
Brooks Toler and the Alabama 
State Chamber of Commerce. 


The fight for more timber, more 
plantings, selective cuttings and, 
most important of all, fire pro- 
tection, has moved forward quiet- 
ly and effectively, Through edu- 
cation, through object lessons, 
through personal contacts, and 
“drawbars” pow-wows, even Ala- 
bama’s critical “hot spots’ — 
where deliberate burnings persist- 
ed—have been converted to a 
large degree, Consequently, trees 
are being’ considered for their 
true value. 

All of this means new industry 
and more combat power for Ala- 
bamians, In the past the State 
has confined manufacture to 
rough products, which were fin- 
ished later in the North. Under 
the new order there is a belief 
that some plants will be convert- 
ed and will produce finished jobs. 
This move also would relieve a 
part of the transportation strain. 
Shortly, woodwork plants will be 
producing a new type of life raft 
—of Alabama-grown cotton. The 
Navy indicates this will save 
thousands of men in cases of ship 
sinkings. 

Rubber From Pine 

On another production front, 
the synthetic rubber field, ex- 
perts point to rubber production 
from alcohol. Proven already is 
the practical process of producing 
ethyl alcohol from pine. Similar 
alcohol production can be con- 
verted into the making of explo- 
sives, thus releasing more cane 
sugar for table use and for food 
supply to the combatant forces. 

From far-seeing officials comes 
a plea to every person in the state 
to protect trees now as never be- 
fore—from dwarf seedlings to 
monarchs of the forest. Alabama’s 
timberlands have been classed, 
with the nation’s woodlands, as 
the second material front, and the 
danger of forest sabotage remains 
constant. Against this danger, 
all persons have been warned to 
be on 24-hour-a-day vigil. Fig- 
ures show that in Alabama one 
out of every six persons earns a 
living from forest industries, 
which should be sufficient evi- 
dence to prove the importance of 
each tree growing in the state. 


In addi#@ion to gathering nitro- 
gen, winter legumes check soil 
washing and hold plant food al- 
ready in the soil. In an erosion 
test at the Georgia College of Ag- 
riculture, an area in a winter cov- 
er crop from November 1 to 
April 1 lost 266 pounds of soil 
while 84,038 pounds washed off a 
Similar area left bare.
